A VALIANT NOBLEMAN. 



HOW THE MARQSJiS Be MORES DEFENDED 

His Life in Idaho.

The pistol with which tho valiant 
Marquis Do Mores once shot two rang- 
ers who lay in wait for his life in Ida- 
ho in in the possession of Pinkerton's 
Detective Agency, in the Opera House 
block. Tho weapon is of line workman 
ship and of great weight. A man must 
have a strong arm to raise such a wea- 
pon, to say nothing of the great nerve 
which must accompany it. There are 
few pistols in the Union to which more 
interest attaches than to this one, for 
it is associated with the history of a 
man who is a bravo philantrophist, a 
true friend and a noble citizen, yot 
who barely escaped a long i'.nprison- 
ment for murder. A representative of 
the Tribune-Republican obtained the 
following history of tho weapon yester- 
day. Mr. Earaes, the superintendent, 
going into an inner room brought o'jl 
the pistol, and after carefully removing 
the cartridges, requested the reporter 
to examine th« weapon. 

"Who owned this pistol, Mr, 
Earnes?" asked the reporter. 

"No less a personage," mid he, "than 
the Marquis De Mores, who belongs to 
a family of the French nobility, and 
who is one of the best men America 
can claim to day. Such foreigners as he 
is are an honor to the Union, »ven 
though he was unfortunate enough 
once to have been indicted for murder. 
In my opinion he is just such a type, of 
man as was General Lafayette. His 
characteristics are much I he same, and 
his generosity is unbounded. 

"In 188.1, De Mores had ' purchased 
and fenced in 1 ,000,000 acres of iand' 
in Idaho Territory. Ho was a very riohutial 
man, and could afford bo go into thetics, 
land rather largely. Well, you must>ter- 
know that was a gigantic undertaking,' " f 
the fencing in of 1,000,000 acres of" ™ 
hind, because it shut in the ranges,,,,- 
which the ranchmen of the Territoryirinu 
used for their llocks and herds, and 
necessarily inconvenienced them veryioet- 
much, so it was not long before geuer- l he 
al dissatisfaction was felt in Idaho, and , 
"conspiracy" was soon "afoot.' 1 But"!,- 
vou see the marquis had right on his 
side, because fie had purchased the c k") 
laud, ranges and all from the Govern- tin- 
men!, and was consequently entitled 
to do as he liked with it, hut the peo 
pie did not look at the matter in that 
light. 

They rebelled against the measures 
with great force, and two of them 
went bo far (is to lay a plot against the 
life of the rich in hi quia, About this 
time the Frenchman, just in the prime 
of life, young, handsome, affable, and 
extremely wealthy, went to New York 
City, where his home really was, to be 
married. The bride was a well known 
American belle, who was connected 
with one of the best families in New 
York City, and the wedding was one 
of those grand affairs the reports of 
which are Hashed along the wires 
throughout the Union. Not long after 
the wedding the Marquis, perhaps for 
the novelty of the journey, brought 
hin brido with him to Idaho, but on 
getting half way to his ranch was stop- 
ped by a party of friends, who implor- 
ed In m not to venture within his 
premises, as two men were lying in 
wait there for his life. 

His courage was of that indomitable 
kind which brooks no fear; he could 
only bo induced to entrust his bride to 
the kec of his friends, and insisted 
upon pi ^ li ih way to the ranch, 
where he promised his friends he would 
enter tbe house Bteathily, in order not 
to attract attention Thus waving the 
party a patient adieu, he was soon 
hattteuing on to the scone of the con- 



spiracy, whan the sound of approach- 
ing hoofs caused him to atop suddenly 
and conceal himself >u a growth of 
brush at the sitle of the road. 

He had not remained there but a 
few minutes when two men came along 
armed with Winchesters, and swearing 
the vilest oaths regarding tbe "d — d 
black-hearted Frenchman who had 
stolen their rights by force of superior 
wealth," and making dire threats 
against his life. Now, the Marquis De 
Mores came of too long a Hue of heroes 
to be easily intimidated; he drew the 
gigantic revolver that you just held in 
your hand, sprang out liken tiger from 
the low brush which had concealed 
him, and before the would-be assassins 
could collect their wits he had shot 
them both dead through the heart. 

Well, that was an example of cool 
courage, wasn't it'! 1 

To shirk danger dosn't run in the 
blood of that old French family. The 
Marquis De Mores never worried any 
more about that murder than if be had 
shot an animal. 

There was a great hue and cry about 
the crime, of course, and the nobleman 
was indicted for murder; but he got 
out of thut section of country until bis 
evidence was all wt rked up, and was 
finally cleared at the trial. 

Of coutso he gave large bail, b'lt his 
actions were perfectly honorable, and 
quite open to- the light of day. Every- 
body respected him, and those who had 
belonged to the conspiracy were glad 
enough now to let him alone. 

He went on stalking that great ranch 
until now "cattle on a thousand hills" 
would scarcely be an extravagant term 
to apply to his vast herds. Heis worth, 
1 presume, about §25,000,000, and 
makes as good use of his money as any 
man I know of. 

He has a magnificent house at Har 
lem, and another at St. Paul, Minneso- 
ta, dividing his time largely between 
the two cities, and visiting bis Idaho 
ranches occasionally. Heis now about 
12 years old, a magnificent blonde man 
with gigantic limbs and shoulders, and 
the admiration of all who see him. 

He is the president of the Northern 
Pacific Refrigerator Car Company, in 
which he is a large stockowner. He is 
also the founder of the new Working 
Women's Homo in New York, which 
is an unqualified success, and which 
brings the expenses of working irirls 
down to almost, nothing. Then he is 
the iuventor of another philantrophic 
scheme — a scheme for supplying the 
poor people of New York with beef at 
cost price. He ships this beef through 
from Idaho on his own trains, and, it 
is said, barely gets his money back in 
the transaction. 

He is a nobleman, indeed; not par- 
ticularly because he belongsjto a noble 
family, but because be Iihh got the true 
nobility of manhood in him."

IMPERIAL FEDERATION. 

The federation of tho empire is a sub- 
ject which always cxcitoa the enthusiasm 
of Bo Ion rata, und the growing prominenoe 
given to the question involved in that idea 
is a proof of the hold which it exorcises 
on the minda of Englishmen, It ia tho 
firm belief of rrtany that the dawn of the 
twentieth century will aeo also tho dawn 
of a mighty pan-Anglican empire — an 
empire the like of which tho world hua 
never Been. Tho party of diaunion ia 
dead — in the mother country at all ovonts. 
Twelve years a^o, or oven luas, tho party 
which boaata Mr. Chamberlain, Professor 
Bryce mid Mr. Joseph Oowen as ita dis- 
tinguiahed ornaments would have atood 
aghast at the uncompromising imperialism 
of tlioae notable men. Now, it would 
seem, the extreme radical out does tho 
moat ardent conservative in the robust 
nesa of his faith in England's imperial 
destiny. Tho shoe has pinched in the 
light place ;it laat, and the atom and 
ominous lessons taught by the trade re- 
turns have done more to enlighten the 
masses us to the true value of colonies 
than a whole library of books, full of ap- 
peals to reason, patriotism, or sentiment. 
The poetB and essayists have "to take 
back seats" when the statistician's wand 
ia produced. The English people are 
eminently practical. Nurtured on tiguros 
and beef steaks, they revel in facts and 
pounds uf Mesh. A nation of shopkeepers, 
they are beginning to learn that tho 
colonies are their best customers. It is 
absolutely impossible for homo resident 
Englishmen to dispute the fact that the 
colonics are a priceless heritage. Nor 
can it be gainsaid that England is an in 
calculable help and support to the coloi - 
ios. We du not propose to go into the 
fruitless Question as to which ia the 
greater gainer by tho connection - 
England or her dependencies. It is 
altogether an unbecoming subject for 
speculation. We are near and dear 
friends. If we choose to rob friendship of 
sentimental considerations we should gen- 
erally find that there remained a solid 
and potent substratum of mutual benelit. 
Nevertheless, two friends— a father and 
son may bo instanced — would not only 
consider unnatural, but positively inde- 
cent, any attempt to determine the rela 
live bonutit which each received from his 
close association with tho other. So let it 
be with ua. England ia on the ovo of of- 
fering her colonies full and unreserved 
partnership with herself in all matters af- 
fecting the corporate well-being of the 
empire. That alio will offer fair, perhaps 
even generous, tonus, there is nothing in 
her past history to induce ua to doubt. 
Fur our part we do not hesitate for a mo- 
ment to say that the Colonies will meet 
tho mother country in a like spirit. The 
potentialities whiuii open up to the vision 
' of oven the most slui/girdi imagination 
when England and her colonies shall be 
dually cemented into one great bond, are 
ao pregnant with h pe and with promised 
blesbinga to the whole human family, that 
tho mind become.- perfect ly bewildered in 
the endeavor to follow out the complete 
■ train of thought whijh it h <.s conjured 
up. The disasters which might be ex- 
pected to fohow u;<on tlie disruption and 
ri' memberment of the empire are ao ino- 
ijientciia and of so irrepuraole a nature 
that we turn away from them with dread. 
Local consolidation and imperial central- 
ization are the order of the day. Prince 
Liiamarek has decreed it; England alone 
would be nowhere ; the colonies as units 
would be impotent in the f(ce of th'i 
great Teutonic and Slavonic concretions. 
The Anglo-Saxon race, if faithful to its 
palpable destiny, could dominate — peace 
fully dominate the world. If, on the other 
hand, parocnial-miuded counsels prevail, 
the Auglo-oason communities will fall an 
easy prey, one by one, to the Teuton or 
the Slav. Between the last named races 
a great death »trugglo is imminent. It 
may breakout ttuyday. Should the Hrit- 
ilh empire fall to pieces this jjieat conflict 
oannot be averted, for both nations will 
look upon the disjointed empire as tln ir 
natural prey, whereas a really united 
British empire would he all-powerful 
enough to stand be 1 ween the would-be 
combatants. The issues involved in the 
settlement of this great question of im- 
perial federation, which, like Aaron's rod 
swallows up all other questions, are so 
momentous that it behcjovea every true 
loyalist, every true lover of hia fellow men, 
to do Ins utmost to ensure the speedy 
triumph of the principle . 

THE "CUTT1NU" MA TVER. 

It is understood that Secretary Bayard 
realizes that, his demand for the releaae uf 
Cutting v.'hb hasty and inconsiderate, and 
he should first have taken steps to ascer- 
tain tho facts. Secretary Bayard, it. in 
said, virtually admits that a mistake was 
committed in asking the House to sustain 
the demand by a formal resolution. The 
assertion is made that he is so much dis- 
satisfied on account of tho affair, and the 
criticisms to which he has been subjected 
in regard to other matters that his vol- 
untary retirement from the cabinet ought 
not to cause surprise. It is said also that 
he fully believes in tho existence uf "po- 
litical conspiracy" to thwart the policy of 
tho administration in regard to the Cut- 
ting matter. The secretary was the vic- 
tim of misinformation, and acted hastily 
in sending an ultimatum to Mexico. Ho 
was told that Cutting was held m Mexico 
lor a libel published in an Ameri- 
can newspaper. When the facts are 
silted it ia found that the offend- 
ing act was committed in Mex- 
ico. An article in El Centiuela, a Mex- 
ican paper, which was held to bo libelous, 
is tho offending act. Being brought 
before a Mexican court Cutting made 
peace with the court by promising to do 
certain things. Tho peace was upon the 
condition that ho fulfilled his promise. 
But it ia claimed that ho failed to comply 
with the requirements of the court in two 
distinct waya: First, that the retraotalion 
promised in a Mexican piper wan incom- 
plete through design mi the purl of Cut- 
ting; and second, that ho unused to be 
published in an American paper which 
circulated in Mexico a cant repeating the 
statements which, when appearing in a 
Mexican paper, had been hold to be 
libelous. The extract from .Judge Zutia'a 
decision which has been uout over the 
wiroa does not olaim that Mexico has 
jurisdiction over the act of Cutting per- 
formed it) tho United States, but that the 
circulation of a card in Mexico, even if 
published in an American paper, was an 
infraction of the terms upon which Cut- 
ting had made peace with tho court for 
his original offence committed in Mexico. 
The oourt tried, him for his original act, 
holding that his subsequent conduct had 



vitiated tho agreement upon which lie 
had been released. Tho jurisdiction of 
tho Mexican court over tho original 
offence ia not queatioued. The legal 
point ia if tho repetition of that oll'ence in 
the United Statea, in a way to produco in 
part the name effect that the original 
offense wna intended to produce, may be 
urged by Mexican authorities ua constitut- 
ing an infraction of tho conditions upon 
which lie had mado peace for tho original 
effonao. If the card in the American 
paper had boon the original offense, und 
Cutting had been arrested in Mexico for 
that act, there would have boon but one 
opinion about it. 

THE WATER WORKS BY LA IP. 

On Tuesday tho ratepayers will he call- 
ed upon to declare by their votes whether 
they wish for a plentiful aupply of city 
water in the futuro, enabling the duat to 
be laid, the gardens to bo aprinklod, the 
inconvenience and danger from serious 
breaks in the main avoided, risk of loaa 
j of life and property by tire minimized, 
whether they wished tho waterworks aya- 
tom to become a still mote paying con- 
cern uf the city by the profitable exten- 
sion of its service to residents beyond the 
city limits, and whether they do not think 
that tho advocacy of thu works by three 
successive mayors and councils whom 
they elected does not possess a significance 
I which tlioy cannot well disregard. What- 
ever the result of tho vole, some very de- 
cided atepa in reference to the improve- 
ment of the water supply will soon have 
I to betaken; and if funds for imperative 
I expenditure are obtainable by no other 
means, the entire profit of the waterworks 
will have to be used solely for thatpur 
pose. While this course would postpone 
for a time more comprehensive steps in 
this direction, it wutiiil positively cripple 
tho general civic fund to the 
' detriment uf other works of 
'public utility. Ni person can 
' expect to get richer by almost depleting 
i one pocket to aid in filling the other, and 
! while from the watei works revenue the 
necessary amount for inteiest and sinking 
' fund could be spared, the total profit, of 
the system applied solely to its improve- 
ment would be a serious matter for the 
'maintenance of a proper condition uf the 
streets. Even were this not so, and the 
repayment of the 975,000 to become a 
, direct charge on the ratepayers only to be 
' mot by increased taxation, the proposed 
loan should not be expected on that ac- 
count. No pennywise paraimong should 
interfere with the execution of so neces- 
! aary a scheme, and one which will receive 
j ihehearty support of the far seeing progres- 
: sive and truly business like portion of the 
: community. 

THE SEALlNit-SCUOONER SEI- 
ZURES. 

In this issue we publish a letter from a 
correspondent wherein enquiry is mado as 
to thu probable grounds for seizure, by tho 
United States, of British sealing schooners 
in the Behring aea. When, iu 1870, Alas- 
ka waa ceded by Russia to the United 
States, the boundary of the territory was 
cited as being m irkc-d by an imaginary line 
startiug from the Arctic ocean and running 
through Behring straits to the uorth of the 
St. Lawrence islands. The line runs 
thence in a southwesterly direction so as to 
pass midway between the isle of Attoe aud 
Copper island to the meridian of 17;i degrees 
west longitude. All tho waters withiu that 
boundary are considered us comprised with- 
in the waters of Alaska territory. When 
the Alaska Fur Company obtained their 
lease from the United Siatea government it 
included tho whole of tho watera of Alas- 
kan territory. These waters the U. S. gov- 
ernment deemed to be defined by the treaty 
of cession; and it is very natural that the 
Alaska Fur Company should readily take 
the same view. How Russia's willingness 
— in granting tho high seas — to sell what 
never was owned by her, can bu taken us 
Investing the purchaser wiih a right to the 
same ia hard to understand. The assump- 
tion of such ownership is distinctly refuted 
by the universally recognized international 
law that iu all oceans the waters three miles 
from shoro become what aie known as the 
high seas, and not subject to exclusive con- 
trol by nuy nation, The result of these 
seizures is at present problematical; but it 
is not entirely improbable that a country, 
which is greatly exorcised as to whether a 
neighbor shall define it- three mile limit by 
the coast headlands or the coast indentations, 
on the Atlantic will withdraw it* claims to 
half of the most northern portion ,if the 
Pacific ocean. 



SIB A. T. HALT <>M IMPERIAL 
FEDERATION. 

Sir Alexander Gait has placed hia ideas 
in regard to the Colonial Commercial 
League between self-governing British 
colonies, into definite form in a contribu- 
tion to Imperial Faltratum. The prin- 
ciples to govern tho terms of the league 
are as follows: 1st, Perfect freedom to 
establish any taritl if customs duties; 
'.2nd, Agreement to ^rant an established 
rale of discount on the duty on any 
article imported, on proof of origin in a 
country party to the league. l< is, of 
course, understood that the United King- 
dom and the Crown colonies and India 
may become parties to such a league. The 
result of these terms would be, Nir Alex- 
ander believes, the exchange of indus- 
tries between the contracting countries 
on terms mure favorable to each other 
than to foreign nations, and even to such 
portions of tho British empire as might 
not enter the league. The principle sug- 
gested ia that of a reduction of duty, ll 
would not, therefore, says Sir Alexander, 
affect the free liet, aud would meet the 
objection of the Ereo Trade school— that 
commercial union means the imposition 
of duties by the United Kingdom on 
food and raw materials. I' is further 
suggested that if thu United Kingdom 
joined t he league it iniolit be provided 
that discount on duty should only he 
allowed when importations were made iu 
British ships. Tins plan would, Sir 
Alexander believes, tend to develop in- 
tercolonial trade, and would, in the uiid, 
lead to other and more direct f ivor being 
ahown to British industry throughout the 
empire. 

PORTLAND STRIKES FOR WATER. 

The citizens of Portland, Oregon, have 
just approved of a scheme to borrow 
9750,000 for waterworks purposes. Thu 
water supply there is and always has been 
in tho hands of a monopoly, who have 
mado tho people pay heavily for a very 
inefficient service. The city haa at last 
got aick of the exactions of the monopo- 
lists, and has resolvud to throw off a yoke 
under which certain Victorians are de- 
sirous Victoria should pnss. Soven hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars is a very 
largo sum; but if it will free Portland of 
an outrageous impost, on water it i« not 
too large. Victoriana, to prevent their 
wator system from passing into private 
hands, are naked to vote only 976,000. 
Wo have sufficient confidence in tho good 
sense ami judgment of ratepayers at largo 
to believe lliat they will confirm tho by- 
law on Tuesday and so aavo the water- 
works from sharing the fate of the Port- 
land system.

To tub Editor:— As one who lakes 
certainly as much, if not a groat deal 
moro, intoroat in this fair city of Victoria 
aa Mr. Edward Mohun -who [ under- 
stand ia not a permanent resident hore — 
I deairo to enter a protest against the 
course ho has taken, viz , that of publish- 
ing a loiter culculafod to again postpone 
thu adoption of one of thu most important 
and useful hylawa that can bo submitted 
to tho ratepayers. 

It ia generally admitted that some im- 
provement iu the water supply iB greatly 
neoded. I do not hore puipoao offering 
any arguments in support of this view, 
but taking the necessity as admitted the 
question remains as to the best plan to be 
adopted to supply that end. The council 
cnuio before the people with a good woik- 
ing scheme — a scheme that has boon ap - 
proved of and advocated by three auc 
cossive mayors and councils, and not only 
that, but endorsed and recommended with 
confidence by Air. Pickering who, to use 
hia own words, haa dealt with many 
aimilar cases. Against this practical 
man — this man with a worker's ox- 
purienco — this man with a reputation to 
Biiatain, we have tho views and theories 
of tho profeaaed student merely, who 
takes down his handbooks on hydraulic 
engineering, works out a few formula, 
takes a few levels (doubtful according to 
Mr. (irunt aa to correctness] and conies 
bofore the public aa the originator (I) of 
a greater and a bettor scheme. Why, sir, 
Mr. Mohun's scheme is the vory one that 
has boon condemned in many large cities 
because tho reservoir system has been 
proved to be infinitely superior; and J 
may here point out one reason why it 
must be ao, and also what must be con- 
sidered aa a serious defeol in Mr. Million's 
scheme. Duo of the chief causes for the 
demand for a better wator supply is the 
danger that exiata in case of tiro, should 
the main he out of repair or some acoi 
dent occur to it at the time; and to illus 
trate this danger 1 may mention, what is 
nol perhaps generally known, that when 
the serious lire occurred last year at the 
(iraud Pacific llotul, repairs to the mam 
had only been liuished one hour before, 
and up to thattiino the main had not been 
working for many hours. Had tho repairs 
taken a few hours longer, or the lire oc- 
curred a little sooner, those who witnessed 
it will have little doubt that tho consequen- 
ces might have been moat appalling. 
\\ ith two mania the low zone would have 
its security against tiro undoubtedly in- 
creased — bul the higher 7,oiiu in the event 
of an accident to the S inch main — would 
be in exactly tho same danger iu case of 
tiro aa it ia to-day, no water obtainable 
and many valuable buildings to be pro- 
tected. It is but within the last few daya 
that a bad Ore nearly occurred at the res 
idence of the Manager of tho Bank of 
British Columbia, Had the fire spread, 
nothing could have saved tho building, 
for tho beat tire engines and brigades in 
tho world are next to useleaa without 
water. 

I take exception to tho statement in 
Mr. Muliuu'a letter that "tho total bu 
ply by the scheme proposod by Mr. Bick- 
ering ia insufficient for more than 
18, UUU people ." If we take Mr Mohuu'a 
tinurus as correct for tho supply to the 
reservoirs, viz; 898,494 gallons per day, 
and Mr. Bickering's estimate of the con 
sumption per head per diem, viz: 118 J 
gallons, we find there will be water 
enough to supply over '-'IJ.UOO people, and 
it will probably be some years before our 
population will reach this latter number, 
though the aooner it dooa the better 
pleased shall I bo as a ratepayer, to vote 
mote money to give them an ample sup- 
ply of water. Mr. Mohun appears to ig- 
nore any houses at higher levels than the 
Cadboro B,iy road, but oven his calcula- 
tions for thia n lid are stated by Mr. 
G.ant, in IubI evening's Times, to be it- 
ronouUK, and of tho two Mr. Grant is 
probably tliO bet t t mb rmod and has gone 
the more thoroughly iuo' ;huso uiatteis 
If it is the case that Ins levels" arevincnr- 
reel, what reliance can bu - " planed on tho 
theories ho builds on them/ 1 ,' ' 

In conclusion, I would ant tha rate- 
payers to carefully consider which of thu 
two schemes is likely to be the better for 
the city. Tho one tried, proved to be 
good and finally adopted by many of the 
largest cities iu the world ; the other also 
frequently tried, but found wanting. Tne 
one utilizing the now waste water and 
maintaining a c instant store of it within 
the city, ready for any emergency; the 
other working only when everyone would 
bo using water, making iui provision 
against leaks and other accidents and in 
no way guaranteeing a certain supply in 
case of fire. 

Were the opposition to this bylaw to 
succeed, and Mr. Mohun'a letter his 
doubtless greatly helped it, we must only 
bear our ills with pationce, ami trust that 
there is a bettor day cominn, when more 
liberal br ladi r view tout huae matters will 
obtain and when citixous will have real- 
ized that thu more attractive and healthy 
they can make the city, and this can 
never lie done without an ample supply of 
water, the more will the whole com 
muinty be benefitted. 1 will sign mys df

Views of lh<- Sun Francisco 
"Chronicle" on its I'luus. 

San Francisco, Aug. 10. — In ita edi- 
torial column to-day the Chronicle aayt: 
"The Canadian Pacific is preparing to do 
business in earnest. It has opened an 
office in this city and is making ready to 
lay on a lino of steamers from thia port 
to Vancouver. When tho line ia running 
it will probably try to compote with the 
Central and Northern Pacific linos for 
freight, and will, as a matter of course, 
have to bo taken into tho pool after a 
time. The oldor roans will probably lot 
it tie,ht them for a season or so, or until 
it shows what it can do. It can hardly be- 
come a very formidable competitor. Van- 
couver ia twelve degrees north of San 
Francisco, and it would take a paasonger 
about a? lono to get there from hero aa to 
go to New York or Montreal; ao that 03 
to passenger business it may bo counted 
out. Nor can it very succoaafully com- 
poto for freight if it has to charter steam- 
ers aud pay the coat of transhipment at 
Vancouver. II it cut materially under 
the preser.t rates on the Northern Pacific 
system, tho more buaiueas it gots from 
San Francisco the woiae it will be off 
Wo got nonce, however, that tlie agent of 
tho Canadian Pacific takes tho aamo view 
whicn wo do, and regards Vancouver as a 
mere way station, the trus terminals of 
hia lino being Yokohama and Hongkong. 
He aaya that his c inpany haa 
mado arrangements for a stpi-m 
-mi|i line to Asia. We had 
not heard of any such arrangements, thou r u 
we knew the Canadian Pacific people uud 
Sir John Macdonald were trying to make 
them. But the agent ia probably better 
informed than wo are. It is obvious that 
sooner or later the present temper of the 
Canadian government will lead it to estab- 
lish a line to China, even if it has to guar- 
antee the ships against loss, as tho B^ish 
government did when the Peninsula and 
Oriental line was first extended; aud it is 
in this view that the new enterprise cou- 
oorna ns. If the Canadian 1'aciflo puts on 
a line of steamers to Yokohama aud Hong- 
kong, with a government guarantee against 
loss, it may become a formidable competitor 
for oni trade with Japan and China. The 
now line could probably atford to carry tea 
at a price which would bo ruinous the Pa- 
cine Mail or the Occidental and Oriental 
lines. Now Void; will get her tea by tho 
cheapest route. If the Vancouver route is 
a fraction ol a cent cheaper per pound than 
San Francisco, the route of the former will 
take the trade, and the effect of the estab- 
uienl of a Canadian line to Hongkong 
might have a serious effect upon the work 
lug of our Chinese exclusion act. In 
l?: ilisb Columbia Chinamen are taxed $50 
a head on arrival, and tho number which 
a vessel may carry is limited by law. 
Otherwise the immigration of Chinamen 
ia not restricted. It has boon understood 
for sotno time that when arrangements 
were completed for putting on a lino 
from Vancouver both these limitations 
would be removed by an act of tho Do- 
minion legislature, and tho feelings of 
British Columbia would be soothed by 
the construction of great military works, 
which would give employment to her peo- 
ple. If Chinese immigration to Vancou- 
ver wore us free as white immigration ia 
to New York, our exclusion act would 
become a dead letter. Vancouver is only 
a morniiif 's sail from tho line, and tho 
Chinamen would pour into Washington 
and percolate down the coast by thous- 
ands. These arc the considerations 
which lend importance tn the now enter 
prise of the Canadian Pacific.

GERMANY. 
Bbrlin, Aug. 19.— A largo quantity of 
dynamite has been stolen from a mine 
near Hanover, and it ia feared it has been 
taken to Ungland by anarehiata.

ENGLAND. 

London, Aug. 11) — Gladstone presided 
this evening at a meeting of hia colleagues 
in the latu cabinet, at tho reaidonca of 
Earl Granvill.o Tho object of tho meet- 
ing waa to diaouaa a plan of action for tho 
present session of parliament. 

During recoBa in the houao of commons 
this afternoon, and when the chamber 
waa nearly desorted, a clerk noticed upon 
one of tho Parnollito benches a mysteri- 
ous looking brown paper parcel Tho of- 
ficers of thu h.mso and a number of po- 
licemen were hastily summoned, and they 
held a solemn council to devise a plan of 
action.

Lord Iddlesleigh, foreign secretary, has

A single rat will destroy hundreds 
of young ducks and chickens. Put 
chloride of litno in their holes. If this 
cannot be done the rat must be caught 
even if the poultry-house must be 
removed in order to do so.

fu planting cabbages, etc., with the 
dibber, bo sure that t he soil is pressed 
ririnly around, and in close contact 
with every liber of their roots, A too 
common practice is to merely clost? in 
the soil around the neck of the plain 
bv a surface application of the point of 
the dibber.
